A committee of the 
North Side 
Progre^ive 
League 
consisting 
of 
George B. Marvin, Louis La Vague, 
A. A. Gibson, Dr. T. H. Miller, Rev.

Egan will this afternoon make an 
automobile trip to Hammond Chute, 
a few miles north of the city, for in­ 
vestigation purposes with an idea of 
bringing the m atter to the notice of 
the proper authorities, 
so that the 
dam at that place which has been 
torn down, will be rebuilt, to allow 
the water to the Black river to con­ 
tinue in tho river 
to the mouth 
without escaping to the Mississippi 
as it is now doing. 
The m atter has long been discuss­ 
ed by the league and they have de­ 
cided to investigate. 
With the pres­ 
ent low stage of water, Black river 
has become unusually shallow and 
the sewer pipes at the North side 
have become exposed, thus bringing 
about an unsanitary condition there, 
which is liable to infect that vicin­ 
ity with disease breeding germs, ac­ 
cording to many. 
With the water 
flowing in the river, instead of be­ 
ing diverted to the Mississippi this 
w'ould in a measure be remedied. 
It is alleged by those who have 
been making a preliminary investi­ 
gation of the condition of the chute, 
that a certain farmer residing in 
that vicinity, has 
torn the dam to 
pieces little by little until now the 
main volume of the river water is. 
being turned 
into the 
Mississippi 
river, making the chute nearly dry. 
It was the Intention of the com­ 
mittee to start this afternoon and 
to return by 
evening making the 
trip in two automobiles which have 
been secured for the purpose.
